As a collector of Chinese 
treasure Mr. Eumorfopoulos 
arrived uta fortunate moment. 
For his collecting: has -covered 
he period of the construction of 
the Pieu-Loh railway, in _ the 
course of which many ancient 
ombs were opened, revealing 
pottery figures proved by-ingcrip- 
tions to have.been made in the 
seventh and eighth conturics— 
known as the Tang dynasty —and 
:pota deriving from an even earlier 
date. : 


% TOMB: ‘FIGURES. 


The tomb figures, of which the 
British Museum has some ex- 
amples, represent horsemen, war- 
riors, portraits of ladies, musi- 
cians, dancers, and so forth, and 
there aro also-quaint little models 
of houses, farm.‘ buildings, and 
cooking utensils. These -things 
were included in the tombs in 
accordance with the Chinese re- 
ligious idea that-the dead should 
be surrounded by the people and 
objects that had surrounded them 
in ‘life, or, in default, by images 
suggesting them. The examples 
in the Eumorfopoulos collection 


‘| are of oxceptional size and beauty, 


and one case contains no fewer 
than 13 important figures from 


-|one tomb, with an inxcription as- 


signing them to ALD. 728: 


‘Thero is but.one blank spot in 
this magnificent collection, Be- 
tween ‘the Tang period’ and the 


‘)Sung (which will form the sub- 


ject of the next volume of the 
catalogue) there was a period of 
somtie sixty years. During this 
time a peculiarly lovely form of 
porcelain—referred to by the 
Chinese as the porcelain of the 
Emperor Chai-Yao—was_pro- 


.|duced. Chinese writers say it 


was thin as paper, blue as the 
sky after rain, ringing to the 
touch, brilliant.eas a mirror, and 
dazzling as w precious stone. No 
single piece of this mystery has 
yot been discovered. 


“Shall we eyer be lucky’ en- 
ough“to see, a specimen?” asks 
Mr. Eumorfopoulos in the con- 
cluding passage of his. introduc- 
tion. Who knows? Perhaps one 
day, when some Imperial tomb 
of ‘the tenth ‘century is ‘opened. 


‘Till then, with the true collector's 


spirit, Mr. Eumorfopoulos regards 
his collection as incomplete —R.

‘Most visitors to the Decorative 
Arts Exhibition in Paris probably 
made their first tour of the grounds 
in one of -the electrically-propelled 
ears running, there “for this pur- 
pose, and. must have been struck 
by their comfort and smooth run- 
ning. There were five of “these 
motor-cars doing the round of the 
exhibition grounds. :

INTERESTING INTERVIEW 
WITH FIRESTONE OFFICIAL. 


On Tuesday Inst, we had “the 
Hplensure of a visit from Mr. R. M. 
Bowmun, who is at present visit- 
ing Hongkong in the interests of 
the Firstone Tyre Factory.

Mr. Bowman instaneed. an in- 

resting experiment ¢ ed out 
by the Osaka Taxi Cab Company. 
This concern operates 300 taxis, 
and the mileage, per high pressure 
tyre worked out at from 6,000 to 
8,000 miles. Ten of the taxis 
were filled with balloon tyres and 
a check made, with the result that 
it was dicovered that the balloon 
tyre’ gave from 12,000 te 14,000 
miles, “Needless 10 say,” con- 
tinued the Firestone representa- 
tive, “the remainder of the Com- 
pany’s fleet of cabs are to be fit- 
ted with balloon tyres in the 
future’!
